The proposed amendment after final rejection filed June 7, 2006 overcomes the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in section 3 of the final Office action. 
However, in view of the amendment to claim 26, claim 26 will be included in the rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 102(e) set forth in section 7 of the final Office action and will be rejected for the 
reasons of record. The extraction with an aqueous base solution is taught in Example 6 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,511,962. 

2. The requirement to show common ownership with U.S. Patent No. 6,51 1,962 set forth in 
section 4 of the final Office action is maintained for the reasons of record A showing of 
common ownership between a different invention (i.e. the invention of parent application 
09/948,374) and U.S. Patent No. 6,51 1,962 does not satisfy the requirement to show common 
ownership between this invention and U.S. Patent No. 6,51 1,962. 

3. The rejections over U.S. Patent No. 6,51 1,962 set forth in sections 7 and 8 of the final 
Office action are maintained. The examiner agrees that Applicants are entitled to be their own 
lexicographer. However, Applicants did not chose to do so with respect to the term "derivative". 
Rather, Applicants left this term undefined in their specification. In the absence of an explicit 
definition in the specification, claim terminology is given its broadest reasonable interpretation 
during prosecution of a patent application. It is per se reasonable to rely upon broad definitions 
of claim terminology where the broad definitions are found in multiple prior art references. That 
Applicants are able to find narrower definitions of the same claim terminology is irrelevant. See
